4,—T wo kinds of cara will bo employed, 
one for Europeans, the other for Chinese. 


Tho interested parties ara willing to 
guarantee, that, if the concession is given 
to them now, the construction of the line 
wil! be hastetied so much, that the trams 
will bo running befors the end of next year 
(1902), As undoubtedly the value of the 
extension of the French Concession will be 
increased consitferably through suck an un- 
dertaking, the member’ of the French City 
Council, we understand, are, in general, 
much in favour. of the propoasl.

The following ‘editorisl- remarks in 
The Standard (although they ata against. 
the typhoid germ in- sewage idea) will be 
tead with intereat by thosa who study. the 
inaanitary condition of this Colony :— 

* Some novel observations on one of tho 
most interesting problems connected with 
the provalenco of zymotic diseases—namoly, 


endemic in particular countries+ snd Tocali- 
tiea—by which is meant that they are never 
wholely absent. ‘Typhoid fever, for. in- 
atance, is endemic in most ~quarters of, 
the globe, but much more so in somo 
places thanin others. Diphtheris, again, is 
always moro or less prevalent in all Western 
countries. Plague ia believed to—have 
several endemic centres, snd -cholera ia 
novor absent from sume parta of India. 
Probably all infectious discases aro endemic 
somewhero. From these natural bases, 0 to 
speak, thay are liable to spread from time 
to time and devalop into epidemic propor- 
tions. It is obviously impertant to know 
what are the conditions “which favour the 
porsiatence of a disease in this locality, and 
its absenco from that, Tho problem may 
be studied in two ways ;-ona datge scale by 
observing the goographieal distribution and 
the general conditions accompanying pre- 
valence ; or on a@ microscopical scale by 
investigating tho relations: between tho 
specific. micro-organisms their cnviron- 
ment, in which tho soil appears to be 
an important eloment. . In the. latter field. 
the Research Depaitment of the Local 
Governincat Buard -has. alrondy. done. 
seine valuable pioneer. work, which is 
continued. by Dr Sidney Martin and Dr 
Houston ‘in’ the present Report. The 
micro-organismn aelecied for invostigation is 
the too familinr typhuid:bocitlus. It is 
almost ubiquitous, but it haunts certain 
spots with remarkable persistence, An 
instance is the town of Chichester, whero 
it recurs year after yoar in particular oreas, 
which-do not appear to differ .as. regarda 
their genoral sanitary conditions fromother 


‘arens-that-are-not-so-affected,—. It.has been 


previously shown that the typhoid bacillus

Horigkony General Chambor of Commerce, 
the Chairman (Sir Thomas Jackson) said it 
had come to his knowledge that tha Gov- 
ornment, of the United States intended lay- 
ing a cable line from America to the Philip- 
pine Istands, which no doubt would be 
extonded to Hongkong. ‘The effect of this 
would be to lower the present excessive 
telegraphic rates. 

The members of the Committea hailed 
with satisfaction the prospect of liaving in 
the near future reasonable telegraphic 
rates. 

We hopo Sir Thomas Jackson's expres- 
sion of opinion that tho American evble 
may. be extended to Hongkong will be con: 
firmed. There is a belief thut tho presont 
Cable Company has @ monopoly in, Hong- 
kong granted for,» period of years, 
and that..until the contract with the 
Comparly oxpires no competing cable can 
be brought into the Colony. Tf this hetiof is 
well founded, it should follow, ef course, that 
the Culony rucaives compensation in some 
form or other—suth as cheapor rates for 
Govornment messages. But if no enm- 
pensation is granted, then it should not be 
a very difficult matter to break down all 
obstacles to competing cables, tince the 
benefit ta trade would he enormnus, We 
understand that if the U.S. cable is brought 
‘over to” Hongkong, it will be possible to 
cable from Hongkong to New York for 
about a filth uf the present rate from Hong- 
kong to London, and as the rate per word 
from New York to England is swall, the 
advantages.of the Pacific route aru obvious. 
At presont, it costs about four times 
much to cablo from Hooykeng to Manila | 
(600 miles) as it does co send a message from 
England to New York (3000 odd miles).
